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Lawmakers prefer 
coal strike talks 



WASHINGTON tUPIt - President Curler met 
today with congressional leaders on his strategy 
in the 78-day-old coal strike and several 
lawmakers told him, collective bargain-Inn was 
preferable ton legislated settlement. 

Senate Republican Leader Howard Baker 
Indicated Carter might be leaning toward 
ordering the miners back to work under the 
Taft-Hartley Law. United Mine Workers union 
President Arnold Miller has wanted lhat miners 
might Ignore the order. 

The UMW, meanwhile, was busy negotiating 
with Independent coal companies today. The, 
administration was hopeful private contracts 
—such as one negotiated with the Pittsburg and 
Midway Coal Co. Monday — might break the 
record deadlock with the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association. 

A presidential Taft-Hartley order would not 
require congressional approval. But legislation 
is required by either of two other Carter

"A negotiated settlement Is preferable" to.a 
legislated settlement, said Rep. Thomas Foley. 
D-Wash., on leaving the White House breakfast 
with Carter. Baker also said congressional 
action would lake loo long. _. 

"We're In a position today of very seriously' 
assessing this P and M contract and Its 
' Implication on the national bargaining process." 
said White House press secretary Jody Powell. 

"But J warn you away from any feeling that 
there Is a sense of lessened concern." said 
Powell. 

The Bituminous Coal Operators Association 
did not comment on the Monday's P and M 
settlement, but Assistant Senate Democratic 
Leader Alan Cranston said at the While House 
' today he saw the contract as "obviously Ihe 
.. logical way t,o go for a settlement." 

There were indications the government might 
be contemplating a recommended scttle-ment 
. based on the terms of the P and M pact, sources

The Tennessee senator said the administration 
Is compiling information with regard to the 
energy shortages for a "factual presentation" to 
a federal Judge - the first step In the -buek-to- 
work order. 

Some rank-and-file miners, meanwhile con- 
tinued today to press for Miller's resignation. 
They have charged that he approved two coal 
company offers which actually took away miner 
gains from earlier contracts. 

Local and district presidents from Western 
Kentucky appeared al UMW headquarters today 
and presented petitions In which 4,000 of the 
11,000 workers Involved called for Miller's 
resignation. ■ 

The petition said he "has not provided the 
leadership and abilities which this organization 



"liclievedhiin to possess." 

Some UMW officials were pinning their hopes 
for a nationwide settlement on contracts with ■ 
independent mines. 



Court accepts Hughes case 



WASHINGTON 1UPI) - The Supreme Court 
today cleared the way Mr recognition of. a gay 
liberation group on a Missouri campus, anil 
agreed to weigh questions about Japanese 
television Imports and Howard Hughes' legal 
residence when he died. 

The court also removed Ihe Inst legal obstacles 
to the start of exploratory oil and gas drilling In 
the Atlantic Ocean off New_ JertOjy and 
Delaware. 

The court, back at full strength and winding up 
a four-week recess, Issued hundreds of orders 
and several opinions: Among other things. It: 

—Agreed to rule nexf term in an Illinois, case, 
whether states may refuse to provide federally 
subsidized foster care payments (or children 
whohovc been placed In the homes of relatives. 

-Let stand a judgment requiring Northwest 
Airlines to pay present and former stewardesses 



an estimated S50 million lorsex discrimination. 

-Ruled that Inmates must get a hearing when 
they are moved out of the general prison 
population and Into maximum security cells for 
their own safety, and offered. to hear arguments 
next term on what safeguards a prisoner must 
get before being sent to a mental hospital, 

The court will hear arguments next fall or 
winter on an appeal by Zenith Radio Corp. 
claiming the Treasury Is required under law to 
impose special duties on Imported -Japanese 
television sets and electronic products. 

Zenith says the countervailing duties arc 
needed to .offset rebates Japan gives 
manufacturers which export electronic pro- 
ducts. But the government warns that U.S. 
trading partners will start retaliating If such 
levies ore Imposed. 

The court also agreed to hear arguments.

Idaho Ho use passes 
bill OK'ing laetrile

BOISE - After an hour of bitter debate, filled with 
charges the legislature was attempting to legalize what 
was already legal,-, the Idaho House Monday passed 
House Bill 37C by a 33-31 vole. 

That measure which now goes to the Senate, states 
"the right of any person lo use-omygdalin r laetrile) as. 
an adjunct In the treatment of any physical condition of 
the human body shall not be denied/Interfered with, or 
obstructed by any other person." 

_ r -La ctrlle has beeho he of the more emotional Issues this 
year. An earlier pub"llc~hcanng ori"irBr3T(l-prodiiccd- 
doctors condemning as a fraud the substance produced 
from apricot pits, and doctors who claimed lo have 
successfully treated over 5.000 patients with laetrile. 
Testimony in the days following Ihrtt four hour hearing 
raised the legislature's decibel count - hut did little to 

-further clarify issues; — 

• Early House Health and Welfare Committee 'meetings 
were also spilt between two sharply divided camps.

But after three 
tries. Rep. Rustv BnrlowTSponsor of the laelrile 
measure, R-Pocnlello, succeeded in forcing the full 
House to overrule the committee - prying the bill loose 
for Monday's vote. 

Debate seesawed most of the morning and - after a 
break for lunch - into the early afternoon, with each ■ 
legislator attempting lo counter the arguments of Ihe 
previous speaker. 

Laetrile came under sharp Initial attack form Rep. 
Dorothy Reynolds. D Caldweil. Laetrile is not currently 
outlawed, Reynolds, said, "It is the fraudulent use of this

enacted lo protect people. Reynolds said, "nol to lake 
advanlageoflhem." 

Reynolds noted some supporters of laetrile had said 
doctors-were Intentionally suppressing laelrile because 
a cheap cancer cure would lessen doctors, profits. "Thai 
Is-a very fraudulent attack against those who have 
dedicated themselves to helping people," Reynolds snid - 

But laClrlle use was defended by Rep. John Rcardon.

House given county sales tax

( BOISE - A bill which would l>c^in a counly sales tax 
was sent to the Poor of the House of Representatives 
Monday with directions it be slightly amended. 

The measure, House Bill xn, is sponsored by Hep: — 
Gordon Holllflcld, fl-Jerome, who said the bill will 
reduce property taxes by shining 'pari of the tax 
burden -on-to the locally administered sales lax. 
Hollifleld said he thinks his bill has -a fairly good 
chance" to pass the House of Representatives. 

The bill was reported out of the House Revenue and 
Taxation Committee on a voice vole. 

Also on-Monday, the same committee killed, by a 
recorded 9-8 vote, a measure proposed by Floyd 
Decker, executive director for Ihc Association of Idaho 
Cities. That bill, House Bill 348, would have allowed 
cities or counties to begin — on a local option basis — a 
one cent Increase in soles taxes. The increased 
revenue, Decker said, would be used the first year 
entirely for reduction ot property taxes. In subsequent 
years, the cities and counties could use the added 
revenues In whatever manner they desired, Including,

Decker said the measure was llic'result of over four 
years of work by the Association of Idaho Cities, 
restaurant and liquor interests,- hotel and motel

But Decker acknowledged there was "still suspicion 
of an increased sales tax. and said he expected his bill 
to fail by a 9-8 vole. It did. 



Decker said his organization would wait for several 
days before deciding their next move, but added it.was . 
likely they wouldLwalt until they had a legislature more 
responsive to the Associations proposals before 
preparing new legislation. " 

Holllfield's bill, which will' come before the House 
this week. Is essentially a tax shift. An individual 
would be taxed oh his gross income or assessed 
property, whichever was highest. The Jerome Re- 
publican has said Initial estimates indicate the 
measure would reduce property taxes In Idaho by Sill 
million in one year. This decrease would lie replaced 
by higher taxes on rich Idahoans, whose tiel worth is 
higher lhan the value of their property, on rich renters 
who own no property and now pay no property taxes, ■ 
and en rich "absentee" Idahoans, who own 'resort 
.homes la the stale but pay few taxes. 
1 One of the amendments the committee suggested for 
Holllfield's bill would extend from 30 days to G months 
Die amount of time a person wouldjiave In live in a 
county lo be classified as a resident for pui |H)ses of 
taxation. Without Ihls change. Ilollifield said, the bill 
might be unworkable. 



Deposit refund killed 



UOISE tUPIt — The House Revenue and 
Taxation Committee today rejected the 
Public Utilities Commission's proposed rules 
on desposlts and termination of service, 
saying they would lead lo rale increases: 

If the rest of the Legislature goes along with 
tljc committee's recommendation — which 
now must be put into a concurrent resolution 
— ttte proposed rules to which it objects must 
be dropped. 

A subcommittee reported that all evidence 
suggests that a majority of the utilities doing 
business In Idaho have minimal deposits and 
those few having deposits of any substance 
arc In the process of reduction. 

"The deposits in cxlslence further seem to 
be administered equally and without 
discrimination according to normal business 
credit practices and according to prevailing' 
law," the subcommittee said. 

"Further there appears lo be no way lor a 
-utility to force collection under the guarantee 
\ provision without the benefit of court action 



which In many cases Is a prohibitive expense 
and In the final analysis would generally raise 
utility rates to all customters." the report 
said. 

The subcommittee said that the new ter- 
mination of sen-ice' rules would require that 
the utilities provide service of up,to 15 ad- 
ditional days to a nonpaying customer and 
this constitutes "a sigtnificant cost to the 
ulllllcs and subsequent potential rate in- 
creases for utility customers." 

In addition, the subcommittee said it was 
Influenced by these factors: 

—The' utlillcs "fundamental" and con- 
stitutional rights appear to be violated by 
denying them (he right to use lawlul credit 
practices employed by other businesses to 
protect Income and receivables. 

—The utilities estimate (hat the reporting 
and complalance requremcnts would create, 
an additional 'average annual increase of 
about S5 In consumer billings.

Carter protects 'squealers'

~ WASHINGTON — There is good news for the 
nation's two million epileptics — and some bad 
news also. The good news is that at long lost, 
sodium valproate is about to become available to 
them. The bod news is lhat for a little while, at 
least, needless suffering will continue. 

The story is of concern not only to the victims 
of epllepsy.but to the general public also. Boiled 
down, this is the essence of the charge: Because 
of the super-timidity of the Food and Drug 
Administration, valuable new drugs regularly 
arc delayed for months or years In reaching the 
market; and in the specific case of sodium 
valproate, a needless delay was the result not ' 
merely Of timidity but of Incompetence as well. 

Sodium valproate (valproic acid, or VPAl.has, 
been In use oulslde the United States for at least 
ten years. Discovered in 1881, the drug was 
licensed In France In 1967 as an ant Icon vulsanl. 
Several hundred thousand ■ patients now -are 
benefiting from the drug around the world - 
even In Ihe Soviet Union - but they are not yet 
benefiting from It here In the United States. 

Not a single expert has questioned the drug's 
safety. Neither do the experts question Ihe 
drug's efficacy. More than 200 published studies - 
have attested its therapeutic effect. The drug is 
especially useful in petit mal seizures, but it 
appears to work successfully in other forms of 
epilepsy also. 

In 1967, the French developer and patent 
holder, Labuz, approached ten American 
manufacturers with a view toward reaching a 
license agreement. Nine of them declined, and it 
is hard to- fault them for begging off: There 
- never will be much of a market for sodium 
valproate; the staggering costs of winning FDA 
approval for a new drug operate as a grave 
■ deterrent to applying in Ihe first place. 

In December, 1974, Abbott Laboratories 
^agreed to undertake the project. It too k almost- 
ihree years, until September of \'<m, for Abbott 
. lo put together a new drug application. UndeVr:~ 
FDA rules, at least two scientifically accept at lie 
studies must support contentions of efficacy. 
Abbot was able to produce one, known as the 11172 
Suzuki study In Japan, hut the literature turned 
up nothing else quite sulled to the FDA's rigid 
— demands. 

In August of 11170, however. Iwo leading 
neurologists began a double-blind study of petit 
mal victims at Ihe University .of Virginia 
' medical center. More pretlglnus auspices could 
not be asked. Dr. J. Kiffln Penry Is director of 
the neurological disorders program within Ihe 
National Institutes of Health, and Dr. Fritz 
Drcifuss is a professor" of neurology at the 
Unlversityof Virginia. 

. By August of IB77, the two physicians had 
carried Iheir study lo a conclusive point. They 
made their raw data available (o Abbott, and 
Abbott Immediately filed wllh Ihe FDA. This 
was on Sept. 22 of last year. The FDA's 
NeurologicDrugsAdvlsoryCommltleereviewed . 
the application and on Oct. 12. unanimously 
recommended approval.

In a press conference in Washington on Feb. !), 
a spokesman for the Epilepsy Foundation' 
charged flatly that further delays In the 
introduction of sodium valproate "would con- 
stitute callous negligence." Perhaps Ihis pre- 
ssure helped, for this- past, week brought- hints , 
and Indications that approval will be granted as 
soon as a labeling agreement can be reached. 
Abbott Laboratories can supply pharmacies 
within four to six weeks after a green" light Is 
flushed. ' -_ ' _ . 

For epilepsy victims, ihe story offers timely 
hope, but it ought to prompt renewed soul- 
searching on the whole business of FDA/s power 
over new drugs. My thought is to strip the FDA 
of authority to pronounce upon efficacy, and lo 
leave that Judgment to doctors, to patients, and 
to the marketplace at large.

.art InthcjGuus. 



( Self-educated In this unusual field. Crabtrce's 
Interest began when" lie was only VI years ul.d. 
Through independent - study, investigation, 
travel and experl menial Ion. he was able to 
discover the methods used by prehistoric man lo_ 
niakeobsldlnnblndes 

The technique used by Crabtree is the same as 
that used In prehistoric limes In Siberia, Japan, 
Ihc Artie. Turkey and parts of the North 
American conlinenl. This uJnde lechnology 
became a lost art oftcr the Spanish con- 
quistadors made their appearance. 

The. technique consists or preparing a core of 
obsidian which Is oblong In shape. The core Is 
supported upright and a fool applied along the 
edge.

this dole, according to Crabtree. The obsidian 
blades and the platinum blades have been 
photographed under high-powered. microscopes 
to reveal the great difference in edge sharpness, 
Perhaps the most Interesting aspect of 
Crabtrce's accomplishments In ninUuiapping is 
that during the past scveral yctlrs he has had 
three major surgeries in which his sur ge on has 
utilized' his obsidian blades in conjunction with 
modem surgical knives. 

Crabtree says, "I know from experience that ' 
cuts made by obsidian heal more rapidly. The 
blades arc so sharp (hat they do not damage 
tissue when they cut. This was proven, when my 
friend, Norman Herrctl, cut himself a few years 
ago while handling some of the obsidian artifacts 
I donated to Herrett's Museum. He bled 
profusely and a doctor was called. About 20 
minutes later, when Hcrretl saw the doctor, the . 
wound had already begun to heal. I have cut 
myself many times during nil of the years that 1 
have worked with obsidian and have found 
healing ttrbe very rapid — far more rapid than 
when 1 have cbt myself with other materials." 

Dr. Bruce Buck ol Twin Falls. Crabtrce's 
surgeon, admits that the use of obsidian blades 
In surgery is highly ;■ unconventional: To his 
knowledge, no one else in modern times has used 
them for this purpose. 

Dr. Buck states that, "I used the obsidian 
blades In Mr. Crablree's surgeries to satisfy his 
and my curiousity. Oi course, there was no doubt 
with either of us that they would be perfectly 
safe for a standard surgical inclusion. 

"I did not use thuu past that point because we 
don't know tor sure that small bits might not 
nnkc off.

Docs Dr. Buck feel that there Is a possibility 
that obsidian blades will be used widely by 
surgeons in the future?

warning label on all products which contain saccharin. 

The warning will read: "Use of this product may be 
hazardous lo your health. This product contains saccharin, 
which has been determined to cause cancer in laboratory 
animals." *

Falls, says his slorc does not have any of Ihe labeled products.

Although Ihe warning label order goes Into effect today, labels 
shouldn't begin to show up In Magic-Valley unlll new shipments 
of ■saccharin-containing products begin arriving from out of 
state, 

Under the new law passed by Congress, all food 
manufacturers who use saccharin in their products and ship 
them across state lines must have the labels In place today. 

Any other action on the part of FDA was delayed IS months 
after the government agency became worried abnul cancer as a 
possible side effect or saccharin use when lest animals In 
Canada appeared lo conlrnct bladder cancer from saccharin in 
their diets.

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Financial needs inducement for 
SEC to resume post-season tourney 



-ATLANTA (UPI) - Any time you wanl lo divide 
the Southeastern Conference into two camps. Just 
bring up the subject or a post-season basketball 
. tournament. ■ 

The SEC hasn't held' such a tournament since 
1952, but there has been a growing demand the past 
tew years from some member schools which feel 
Uial a conference playoff would help the programs 
of those which can': keep pace during the regular 
season and also brlnr In additional revenue. 

When you talk about money, the folks struggling to 
pay tire bills listen. 

. Opponents, particularly the perennial title con- 
tenders, protest that a team capable of winning an 
18-game round robin should not be put In a position 
where It can lose the conference championship — 
and the automatic berth in the NCAA playoffs that 
goes with that title — on the outcome of. a single 
game. 

Uiatls — the_same-argument-. that... crop's. jip._ 

whenever the top team In the -neighboring Atlantic 
Coast Conference gets upset In that league's post- 
season tournament. 

Oldtimors around the SEC recall that in 1051, 
when Kentucky was 14-0 In regular-season league 
piny, one of the Wildcats' losses in an overall 32-2 
' season was to Vanderbllt in the finals of the ncxt-to- 
last SEC tournament. If the conference hadn't 
■ already decreed that the regular-season champ was 
to gel the NCAA bid, the Wildcats wouldn't have 
won the national title. 
"A tournament adds a whole new dimension to 



SEC basketball, " soys Tennessee's Ray Mears who 
has been the leading spokesman for the protour- 
nament forces. "Holdlnrf a tournament means that 
a team which Is no longer in the race for first place 
during the regular season could still be battling for 

a tournament berth. _ . . 

' "Look at what that docs for Iwoleams fighting for 
the last available berth," says Mears, who has been 
sidelined this season by illness. "II gives them an 
incentive they otherwise wouldn't hnye_.and It 
makes such a game a great deal-more interesting 
for the fans." 

Some of the fence straddlers say that If tlie 
tournament is resumed; then the present round 
robin: schedule should be trimmed. They protest 
that having both a round robin and a tournament 
would limit SEC teams to Just eight outside games 
and many feel the present nine are loo restrictive. 

There has also been a proposal to hold an SEC 
. t ournament In Decemb er, one_wlilcl^ would have no_ 
bearing oh the champlonsh'lp, but' provide : o'means 
to raise some extra money while giving a clue to the 
relative strength of the SEC Teams. 

The move toward an SEC basketball tournament 
gamed momentum last spring when, at the 
suggestion of the league's athletic directors, a 
committee was appointed to look into the proposal. 
That committee is scheduled to make Its report next 
month at the annual SEC meeting In Savannah, Ga. 

League officials Insist they haven't been able lo 
get a line on whether or not the conference will, 
return to the tournament path. 



."You've got to" remember,' 1 said one, "that the 
only people who have been vocal on this subject ore 
the basketball coaches and, some of their athletic, 
directors. The presidents are the ones who have the 
vote and they, as a rule, are more conservative in 
' their approach to change." 

Tfic SEC which "requires Its football champion to~ 

liavc played only six of the other nine schools in the 
conference, did not go to a full round robin In 
basketball until 1967. Kentucky is currently enroute 
to its ninth championship in the 12 seasons that the 
full round robin has been played. 

Back in the 1930s, the tournament was a necessity 
since some of the conference schools, especially. 
Kentucky which won most of the lime, didn't even 
play all o( llie otherSEC schools even once. 

Arid it was H years after the tournament was 
discontinued before the SEC got around to a full . 
round robin. 

. . Commlsslnnrr Rnyd McWhorter hasn't come out 
In opposition to a post-season tournament: But" 
McWhorter does say that he feels the SEC's present 
I8-gamc, homc-andhomc basketball schedule," "is 
the only way to fairly decide a conference cham- 
pion. 

"Every team in our conference has to play every ■ 
oilier team twice," points out the commissioner. 
"This takes away Hie- home court advantage which 
plays such a large role when two teams meet only 
once during a season. The round robin Is a great 
equalizer."
